about 30,000 carloads, perhaps 35,000, lemons in- 
cluded. The losses through the early frosts cut this 
down at least 5000 carloads, so that the shipments 
for the season when it shall end with October next 
are not likely to exceed 30,000 carloads of citrus 
fruit. With about 10,000 carloads gone we have, 
say, 20,000 still to ship. This includes’ lemons, 
. Of course many of the oranges are Va- 
lencia Lates, which wil] not go on the market until 
after the first of July, and, eliminating these and 
the lemons from the total crop, there are hardly 
15,000 carloads of navels left to market. At 200 
carloads a day, these will be disposed of in about 
two months and a half, or going to the end of June 
—ample time to supply the market at the East with 
just about enough oranges to maintain the 
prices at a satisfactory figure to the growers. 
If the weather conditions in California were un- 
favorable to the orange industry, the excessively 
severe winter at the East works just the other way. 


| About this time of the year the Gulf States begin 
to ship to the northern markets small fruits and 


the new crop of garden truck. Both of these com- 
pete directly with the oranges, of which people 
about this time ordinarily have begun to tire some- 
what. It will be the first of May before the Gulf 
States will send miuch, either of fruit or garden 
stuff, to the northern markets under existing condi- 
tions. That practically insures a very active de- 
mand for good California oranges during the next 
4wo months and a moderately good market until 
the end of June. The apple crop of last season was 
merely a moderate one and there wil] be no exces- 
sive: quantity of that fruit on the market at low 
prices to beat down the market for the ‘oranges. 

It: is, pleasant to chronicle so bright an outlook 
following the gloomy one of six weeks ago, when 
everything looked anything but golden-hued to the 
orange growers. The crop of the year wil! hardly 
bring the gross amount of money received for last 
year’s bumper crop, and the unfavorable markets 
of the earlier part of the year, with losses on so 
many carloads, will make it difficult for some grow- 
ers to come out very much ahead. There are cer- 
tain localities through Southern California where 
the losses were more severe than average, and in 
such localities the growers will make little money, 
a few of them none at all. But, speaking in a gen- 
eral way, the growers will have a prosperous year 
with very fair profits out of their investments. 


ARD ECONOMIC PROBLEM. 

The Labor Gazette, which is published in Lon- 
don, has been making a canvass as to conditions of 
life among the wage-earners of Great Britain. In 
a census of 115,852 workers in the cotton trades 
the average Wages per week in American money 
are set at $4.46.\ For 26,668 in the woolen trades 
the average is $4.40. Fer 48,115 in the worsted 
industry the average is $3.38. For 48,921 in linen 
trades the average is $5.06. For 12,499 in jute 
industry the average is $3.34. - For 7605 in lace 
making the average is $4.54. For 17,690 engaged 
in the hosiery industry the average is $3.54. For 
7937 in silk industry the average is $2:86. For 
60,724 engaged in boot and shoe making the aver- 
age is $4.40, and for 7909 glass makers we have 
an average of $5.96. The total number of persons 
in the canvass is 359,439, and the average wages 


If we had a_ tabulated statement showing the 
cost in Great Britain of such food as American 
wage-earners use we Should find a very considerable 
increase almost 6)! along the line. Breadstuffs 
would all be dearer, and #0 would every variety of 
meat foods. The same would be true of butter, 
cheese, eggs and milk. 7 |

the lack of: it, makes the statement that mechanics 
and rough laborers are not to be had to do the 
work of the day with ease, promptness and efficiency. 
The problem of these employment agencies is to find 
anything like a supply of labor equal to the de- 
mand! When these agencies turn over a page or 
two of their books and scan the accounts with the 


brain oilers they find the conditions entirely 


Of clerks and office men there is a glut. 

“Over tion” wil! be blamed for this condi- 
tion, and the ‘criticism in one way will be just. 
There really is no such thing as over-education. 
There is misdirected education, but no man _ ever 
knew too much. The problem is to direct youth to 
the acquirement of such knowledge as will be in 
some way available in life. The greatest of all 
problems is to make a living. It takes twenty 


qyears of nursing and education to convert a child 


into a man. That probationary period is set in 
‘order to fit the person for the duties of life. 
‘Education has been held at a high premium in 


“America. We have, in a way, the most admirable 


public school system in the world. If we would stop 
immigration from abroad for even ten years the 
number of illiterates in the country would be ex- 
ceedingly small. If we should eliminate the first 
generation of persons born of foréign parentage 
and the African population we would find very few 


this condition will not only prevail, but be further 
emphasized as the country goes along. 
The weak spot in our school system rests upon 
the assumptjon that all boys and girls are born on 
an equal plane of ability and opportunity. Our 
school system is about the same all over the coun- 
try, and in any given locality it is the same for all 
the pupils who attend the public schools. Here 
should come a radical reformation in the educa- 
tional system of the country. The average boy or 
gir] can not go through the different grades of the 


schools and graduate from the high school at any 


earlier age than from 15 to 18 years. A boy or a 
girl whose life has been spent in school up to these 
ages acquires a fixed habit hard to break. The 
hands and muscular system are entirely uneducated, 
and at so near maturity it is generally too late to 
effect a therough education of the muscles after 
that time. What we should have is a very various 
differentiation in our schoo! system. ¢ At the age 
of 12 or 18 years the work of the grammar school 
should be done. To make this possible the number 
of studies in the course must be very largely cur- 
tailed. Having acquired the branches of learning 
in the grammar school usually acknowledged to be 
necessities, then the next three years should be 
spent by the pupils in special lines to fit them for 
special duties in life. This is practically carned 
out in many countries in Europe with the greatest 
success. 

The supply of clerical help and that fit for office 
work was scant when parents might put their chil- 
dren into factories cr shops at as early as 7 years 
of age. The proportion of the young population 
going through the high schoo} was very small at 
that time. The consequence was, a good bank clerk 
in those days could get a little better salary than 
now, while the laboring man or mechanic could not 
secure anything like the wages going under the 
present conditions. Now, the law of supply and 
demand will work -itself out in time. A: bank clerk 
who gets $2 to 33 a day is going to lose conceit 
when he looks uygon the mechanic who gets twice 
as much daily wages as he does. When the bank 
clerk got $70 or $75 a month and the hod-carrier 
get a dollar a day the clerk could look down with 
a pood deal of disdain on his lowly fellow-toiler. 
But when the bank clerk’s salary remains the same 
and the hed-carrier pockets $5 or $6 a day, the lat- 
ter*s job becomes very desirable, in spite of the 
soiled clothes and callcused hands. 

In the past there was a drifting away from farm- 
Money in- 
vested in a farm and time and labor put u its 
cultivation brought Jess remuneration than clerking 
or than even mechanical occupations. With the in- 
creased prices paid for farm products this will all 
change. When the western farmhouse was an un 
comfartable shack without decent furniture or any 
of the ordinary comforts of life, and the farm called 
for incessant labor fourteen or fifteen hours a day, 
with very small profits from the sale of the crops, 
farmine natureliy was an undesirable occupation. 
With the western farmhouse of today a well-built 
edifice, well furnished and supplied with the com- 
forts of life, no mortgages on the farms, but with 


well cultivated, and a bank account for the farmer 
at the nearest town bank to draw from as he 


with past. 


An organization in Chicago engaged in the 


iliterates in America. It is much to be hoped that 


fences well taken care of, all the nooks and corners’ 


pleases, farming will appear very different to young 


the present time. There will be more young men 
willing to lay bricks and carry mortar at $5 or $6 
a day than could be had when the wages were less 
than half that sum. There will be fewer young 
men seeking employment in the city, going up from 
the neglected farms, in the future than in the past. 

Since the creation of immense corporations the 
demand for intellectual! ability of a high grade has 
been urgent, and this talent has been well paid. 
All the great corporations of the country are look- 
ing, not so much for men of finished scholastic ed- 


ucation, as for men of expert knowledge in some 


line of business, railroading, iron working, the con- 
struction of houses, and all the other activities of 
the time. The average intellectual worker on a sal- 
ary is paid about the same today as years ago, but 
the man who knows how to take charge of great 
enterprises and carry on the various ramifications 
of the business with ability is sought for ten times 
where there is one person to take the job. The 
head-worker of average ability, as this transition 
works itself out, wil] find himself much better able 
to obtain employment than when his kind of service 
was a drug on the market, as at present, and his 
salary will be better. + 

We doubt very much the expediency of the gov- 
ernment bothering much about this matter. The 
ee we can see for those who govern us 
to charged with in the premises is in so reform- 
ing the school system as to carry out the reforms 
we think necessary as indicated above. We want 
fewer classical, scientific and mathematical stu- 
dents in the higher schools. We want more special- 
ists. We want an opportunity given to the youth 


of the country at the age of 12 to 14 to determine 


what branch of investigation they will prefer to 
turn their attention to, and thus give us that spe- 
cialized education which is counting for so very 
much at the present time. r

LONDON, March 9%.—When Lord 
Rosberry launches his plan on Mon- 
day for the reformation of the House 
of Lorda, he will present a set of three 
resolutions embodying in general terms 
the course that the peers propose to 
follow. 

As Lord Rosberry has been in. con- 
sultation with a majority of the mem- 
bers of the upper house there ts little 
question that the resolutions represent 
the general views of the Lords. 

The first resolution will affirm the 
necessity for a strong and efficient Sec- 
ond Chamber. The second ‘will set 
forth that such a chamber will be best 
obtainable by the reform and re-consti- 
tution of the House of Lords. The 
third will declare that a necessary pre- 
Uminary to such reform is the ar- 
ceptance of the principle that the pos- 
session of a peerage in itself should no 
longer afford the right to sit and vote 
in the House of Lords.

BODY FOUND IN SAWDUST PILE 
_ NEAR SAN PEDRO. 


Name of “J. W. White” Found in 
Clothing and Address of a Wash-

HARBOR INCREASING. 


One Lamp With Sixty-inch Lens 
Wili Throw Rays Strong Enough to 
Lecate Ship Thirty-five Miles at 
Sea—Second Begcon to Stand on 


North Island. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 


SAN DIBGO, March 9.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The installation of huge 
searchiights, work on which has just 
begun, is the first step toward increas- 
ing the fortifictaions of San Diego 
Harbor. | 
On the hiliside about three hundred 
feet from the lighthouse, facing 
open sea, the government is placing a 
light sixty inches in diameter, and one 
of the largest on the Coast. By its use 
artilierymen in the finding stations 
will be able te pick up a ship thirty- 
five miles at sea. The builders claim 
the rays are strong enough to enable 
the reading of a newspaper 
miles distant. 
The second light, thirty-six 
in diameter, is being installed on North 
Tsland, at the head of the channel, and 
overlooking the hay. This light is in- 
tended for use in assisting the gun- 
ners to Operate a mortar and a twelve- 
inch gun battery to be installed in 
rear of Ft. 
The installation of these lights and 
the proposed mounting of mortars, 
12-inch, 8-inch and 3-inch rifles, com- 
pose the principal scheme for the en- 
largement of the harbor fortifications. 
These plans have been approved by 
Gen, Murray, chief of the Coast Ar- 
titlery. The searchlights are the first 
work, and it is believed the mounting 
of the additional guns wili soon follow.
